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Cabbies irate 
over new

Disappointed. Drivers 
not appeased by 
decision to raise fares 


Local taxi drivers showed up to 
the first post-election council 
meeting to demand a raise and 
to condemn a bylaw change 
that would open the down¬ 
town zones on weekends. 

They got one, but not the 
other. 

After an exhaustive and 
often-heated three-hour pub¬ 
lic hearing, council approved 
Coun. Reg Rankin’s recom¬ 
mendation to hike the HRM 
taxi base rate to $3.20 from the 
current $3. 

Drivers who are licensed to 
serve outlying areas, such as 
Bedford and Sackville, are now 
free to pick up fares downtown 
from midnight to 5 a.m. Thurs¬ 
day through Sunday, and on 
Monday of a long weekend or 
local holiday. 

The city had already

scrapped the zones on Fridays 
and Saturdays from 11 p.m. 
to 3 a.m„ but police wanted 
the deregulation extended in 
hopes of reducing the number 
of assaults that happen after 
the bars close. 

Opponents said the deregu¬ 
lation would be bad for busi¬ 
ness, suggesting the competi¬ 
tion would steal hotel guests 
travelling to the airport in the 
early morning while neglecting 
clients in the outlying areas. 

Some were irritated by a 
perceived lack of focus from 
the councillors, several of 
whom were absent from one 
of just two meetings left before 
the new members are sworn 


in. 

“I’m so frustrated with this 
council,” said 47-year veteran 
Bob Richards. “They’re still 
elected officials. Why didn’t 
they show up to vote? It’s just 
a bunch of people who don’t 
care about taxi drivers.” 

Coun. Jerry Blumenthal, 
who wanted to defer the 
matter for the new council, 
stormed out of the meeting, 
accusing council of neglecting 
its responsibilities to the taxi 
community. 

Coun. Jennifer Watts coun¬ 
tered that the current council 
had done its due diligence, in¬ 
cluding having city staff study 
the changes, and said the mem¬ 
bers were committed to deal¬ 
ing with the issue. 

But that wasn’t good 
enough for Terry Morier, who 
showed up to represent Dart¬ 
mouth taxi drivers. 

“We have not been listened 
to properly,” he said. “We’re 
very upset about it.”

Barkhouseseeks 
recount after 
election loss 

The councillor who was 
declared the winner and 
then the loser in a closely 
fought battle for the Halifax 
regional council seat in 
District 3 is asking for a 
judicial recount. 

Initial results in Satur¬ 
day’s municipal election 
showed Jackie Barkhouse 
had won the battle of 
incumbents, defeating Bill 
Karsten by six votes. 

But a review held 
Tuesday morning revealed 
a discrepancy in the results 
from one poll, resulting in 
Karsten taking the district 
by 68 votes. 

The review would be a 
separate process from the 
recount Karsten planned 
to seek. Barkhouse issued a 
release Tuesday afternoon 
explaining her intent. 

“Chief Returning Officer 
Cathy Mellett has told me 
that she is ‘actively pursu¬ 
ing’ permission from coun¬ 
cil to ask for a recount,” she 
wrote. “I hope that council 
will follow the advice of 
the head of its election staff 
... so residents of District 3 
can be assured that their 
votes have been counted 
accurately.” 

Council has until Oct. 30 
to approve the recount. 

Mellett says the discrep¬ 
ancy was the result of one 
polling station registering 
vote counts twice. 

She says election proto¬ 
col was followed with an 
official review of the results. 

Karsten says he would 
support a recount, and that 
he sympathizes with Bark¬ 
house.

Macdonald Bridge 
plans taking shape 


Transit. Shuttle will 
carry pedestrians,

A 24-hour shuttle service 
will get people across the 
Macdonald Bridge during 
major closures throughout 
its two-year redeclcing pro¬ 
ject, an engineer with Hali¬ 
fax Harbour Bridges said 
Tuesday. 

The $150-million job will 
last from 2015 to 2016. The 


sidewalk and cycle lanes 
will be removed for most 
of that time and the whole 
bridge will close daily from 
7 p.m. to 5:30 a.m. and on 
some weekends. 

Jon Eppell told about 25 
people at a public meeting 
at the Dartmouth Sports- 
plex that they will run a 
free, bilce-friendly shuttle 
to ensure people can cross 
at all times. When the Mac¬ 
donald is open, the shuttle 
will run across it, catering 
to cyclists and pedestrians. 
When it closes, the shuttle 
will cross via the McKay. 

“We’re committed to 
running it 24-7,” he said.

48,000 

is the number of vehicles that cross the 
bridge every day, and there are 600 daily 
bike trips in peak summer months. 

Buses will be rerouted 
via the McKay during full 
closures and Metro Transit 
may increase the ferry ser¬ 
vice. 

The redeclcing is re¬ 
quired to update the aging 
structure. 

The problem is visible to 
any driver — the steel struc¬ 


ture is showing through the 
pavement. It also exhibits 
an up-and-down motion, 
hinting at future problems. 

“It’s not a safety issue, 
but if we let it go it will be¬ 
come one,” Eppell said. 

The re-declcing won’t 
make the bridge bigger or 
more beautiful, but it will 
ensure it’s still around for 
future generations of HRM 
drivers. 

“The real benefit is a 
bridge that’s going to last 
75 to 100 years longer,” he 
said.

The young man arrested and 
charged in connection with 
two abduction attempts at 
a swanky south-end home 
will undergo a psychiatric 
assessment. 

Aaron Patrick MacDon¬ 
ald, 19, of Dartmouth ap¬ 
peared in provincial court 
Tuesday afternoon to face 
charges of kidnapping, 
break-and-enter, possession 
of a weapon for a dangerous 
purpose and disguise with 
intent. 

“They are very serious 
charges,” said Crown attor¬ 
ney Rick Woodburn. “They 
rank from life imprison¬ 
ment, and some of them 
have mandatory minimums 
of a year in jail.” 

Police were called to 
a home on Oakland Road 



around 10 a.m. Monday 
after security guards at a 
home caught a man in the 
house who was armed with 
a replica assault rifle. 

Six days earlier, a masked 
man with a firearm entered 
the same house and tried 
to force a male resident to 
leave with him. 

Police say the same man 
is responsible for both inci¬ 


dents. 

The house is owned by 
Brad Langille, co-founder of 
the mining company Gam¬ 
mon Gold. 

Woodburn said he didn’t 
know if MacDonald knew 
Langille, or planned on 
using him for ransom. 

“Of course, whenever 
you have a kidnapping the 


assumption is that you’re 
going to do it for some 
means,” Woodburn said. 

A doctor has interviewed 
MacDonald and recom¬ 
mended the 30-day medical 
assessment to determine 
whether he is criminally re¬ 
sponsible. 

He is due back in court 
on Nov. 22.

Culprits sought 
after suspicious

Halifax Regional Police 
investigators are asking 
the public to help figure 
out who started a fire 
in a Fairview apartment 
building. 

Firefighters responded 
to the building at 27 
Evans Ave. around 4 a.m.

The residents of a St. Margaret’s 
Bay neighbourhood came to 
Halifax provincial court in 
droves Tuesday for the appear¬ 


ance of a man accused in sever¬ 
al home invasions in the area. 

“You don’t want people 
kicking down your door in the 
morning,” said Vernon Sklap- 
sky of Boutiliers Point. “It’s 
struck a chord.” 

The court benches were 
crowded with people waiting 
to see Kevin Arthur Whiting, 
34, who has been in custody 
since last month on charges of 
break-and-enter. 


Sklapsky said community 
members had gone to a meet¬ 
ing with an RCMP officer over 
the break- ins, and the officer 
recommended going to court 
to make an impact on the 
judge. 

“There are a lot of people 
scared out there, women and 
elderly people living alone,” 
Sklapsky said. “We shouldn’t 
be afraid of him.” 

Whiting remained in a hold¬ 


ing cell on Tuesday and wasn’t 
in the courtroom for the pro¬ 
ceedings. 

His attorney said Whiting’s 
appearance wasn’t needed, 
and asked for the case to be 
adjourned until Oct. 31 so she 
could consult with the Crown. 

“We’ll be here,” Sklapsky 
said regarding the future court 
date. “We have to get a picture 
of him so we’ll know if we see

Accused in confinement case needs new lawyer 


The case of a man charged 
with confining and sexually as¬ 
saulting a 16-year-old boy has 
been delayed while Nova Sco¬ 
tia Legal Aid looks for a private 
lawyer to represent him. 

David James Leblanc ap¬ 
peared Tuesday in Bridgewater 
provincial court, facing a slew 
of charges that include sexual 
assault and forcible confine¬ 
ment. 

Judge Gregory Lenehan 
ordered Leblanc to remain in 
custody and adjourned the case 


until Nov. 14 after legal-aid law¬ 
yer Barry Whynot said his office 
is seeking a private lawyer to 
represent the accused. 

Whynot said a lawyer as¬ 
signed to the case in his office 
had a conflict of interest on the 
matter, but would not disclose 
details. 

The RCMP issued warrants 
for Leblanc and Wayne Alan 
Cunningham last month after 
a teen showed up at a home 
in Upper Chelsea, barefoot 
and chained at his wrists and 


ankles. 

Leblanc was arrested near 
Greenstone, Ont., days after 
Cunningham was found dead 
in the same area. Foul play is 
not suspected in his death. 

Prosecutor Lloyd Tancoclc 
said Tuesday he is hopeful that 
a bail hearing can be held on 
Nov. 14. 

In 2010, Leblanc was re¬ 
leased from custody in connec¬ 
tion with unrelated sex char¬ 
ges involving a minor.

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Salvage company in scrap 
with province over MV Miner

Bennington Group 
threatens to walk 
away from MV Miner 
venture 


A salvage company is threat¬ 
ening to walk away from 
the wrecked ship stranded 
off Scatarie Island, after the 
province requested more de¬ 
tails about its safety plan. 

The province issued a 
stop-work order last week 
after concerns were raised 
over the structural integrity 
of the MV Miner’s hull, for¬ 
cing New York-based Ben¬ 
nington Group to hire an 
independent engineer to 
produce a safety report on 
the salvage plan. 

Although Bennington 
Group believes the report is 
complete, the province has 
requested further informa¬ 
tion. 

“I’m pretty sure (the pre¬ 


mier) and his engineering 
team have come to a con¬ 
clusion that it is not safe 
because they might have 
a safer plan. So if they can 
share this safe plan with me, 
I’ll see if I could carry that 
out,” said Abe Shah, Ben¬ 
nington Group’s chief oper¬ 
ating officer. “Maybe what is 
missing from that is a mer¬ 
maid safety plan endorsed 
by Poseidon.” 

The stop-work order the 
province issued is the latest 
in a long list of delays that 
Shah says have pushed the 
beginning of the salvage 
from its original July 10 
start. 

“I’m an American com¬ 
pany and all the way to the 
border I’ll be listening be¬ 
cause in America we do be¬ 
lieve in logic,” he said. “But 
once I cross (the border) I’m 
only coming back legally.” 

Premier Darrell Dexter 
said Tuesday he was unaware 
of Bennington’s threat to 
walk away from the project.

Kill seals to save the cod, committee recommends 



A Senate committee has recommended culling the seal population in the 
southern Gulf of St. Lawrence by as much as 70 per cent, the Canadian press 


A Senate committee says Ot¬ 
tawa should approve a cull 
of 70,000 seals off Canada’s 
East Coast in a controversial 
four-year experiment aimed 
at helping the recovery of 
cod stocks. 

The committee has spent 
almost a year studying a 
federal proposal to slaugh¬ 
ter up to 70 per cent of the 
grey-seal population in the 
southern Gulf of St. Law¬ 
rence, a plan critics say has 
been driven by politics, not 
science.

The cod in the area are 
on the verge of disappearing 
even though large-scale 
commercial fishing has 
been banned there since the 
early 1990s.

Sharp blades on a truck 
would cut down crowd 


Three British Muslim men 
accused of plotting a mass- 
casualty bomb attack were 
secretly recorded discussing 
plans to strap sharp blades to 
the front of a truck and drive 
it into a crowd, a prosecutor 
said Tuesday 

Brian Altman said suspect 
Irfan Khalid, 27, was heard 
describing the device — fea¬ 
tured in the al-Qaida maga¬ 
zine Inspire — and saying the 
idea was to “just drive it into 
people in (a) crowded area.” 

“Yeah and do what AQ (al- 
Qaida) said, put that blades at 
the front of it and trample on 
everyone,” he was recorded 
saying. 

Khalid, 27-year-old Ashik 
A1 and Irfan Naseer, 31, are 
accused of plotting to set off 
multiple bombs, either on 
timers or in suicide strikes, 
in a bid to launch an attack 
bigger than the 2005 Lon¬ 
don transit bombings, which 
killed 52 people. 

Prosecutors say they were 
the senior members of a 
home-grown terror cell in¬ 


spired by the anti-western 
sermons of U.S.-born Islamist 
cleric Anwar al-Awlalci, who 
was killed in Yemen in Sep¬ 
tember 2011. 

The suspects were among 
12 people arrested in Septem¬ 
ber 2011 in counter-terrorism 
raids in Birmingham, central 
England. 

The three have pleaded 
not guilty to charges of pre¬ 
paring for terrorism. The 
other suspects have pleaded 
guilty or face trial later. 

Prosecutors say timings 
and targets for the plot had 
not been finalized. But Alt¬ 
man told a jury at a London 
court that the men had con¬ 
versations suggesting they 
planned to die during a ter¬ 
rorist attack this summer. 

He said the trio was re¬ 
corded last year discussing 
the need for their car to get 
a new tax certificate by June 
or July. 

Khalid said “We’re dead 
by then” and “We’re prob¬ 
ably out of here by next June, 
brother.” the associated press

Alleged rape 
sparks clashes 

New clashes between Mus¬ 
lims and Buddhists have 
broken out in volatile 
western Myanmar. 

The violence left at 
least two people dead and 
more than 1,000 homes 
burned to the ground, 
authorities said Tuesday. 

The unrest is some of 
the worst reported be¬ 
tween Rohingya Muslims 
and ethnic Ralchine Bud¬ 
dhists since skirmishes 
swept the region in June.

Abuse case. Disgraced 
Sandusky sees his new 
home - a state prison 


Jerry Sandusky, the disgraced 
former Penn State football 
coach, became a state prison 
inmate Tuesday. 

The 68-year-old was trans¬ 
ferred out of the Centre 
County jail, his home since 
he was convicted in June of 
child molestation. 

He arrived at the State Cor¬ 
rectional Institute at Camp 
Hill, just outside Harrisburg, 
Pa., a prison spokesperson 
said. 

At Camp Hill, experts 
will assess his mental state, 
physical health and educa¬ 


tion level, and determine 
whether he needs treatment. 

“I have some concerns 
about his medical needs 
and we’re going to be tak¬ 
ing a careful look at that to 
make sure they’re being ad¬ 
dressed,” said his lawyer, Karl 
Rominger. Specifically, he 
said, Sandusky has sleep ap¬ 
nea and uses a so-called CPAP 
machine. 

Sandusky was sentenced 
this month to 30 to 60 years 
for sexual abuse of 10 boys 
over a 15-year period.

Obama says it’s ‘Romnesia’ 


After the debate. 

Hard-hitting U.S. 
president accuses the 
normally hawkish 
Republican of shifting 
his positions 


U.S. President Barack Obama 
has come out swinging — 
again. 

The morning after the last 
televised presidential debate 

— in which critics say he gave 
a hard-hitting performance 

— he accused his Republican 
challenger Mitt Romney of 
shifting his positions. 

He even joked that Rom¬ 
ney was suffering from “Stage 
Three Romnesia.” 

“We are accustomed to 


seeing politicians change 
their position from four years 
ago,” Obama told a Florida 
rally Tuesday. “We are not 
accustomed to seeing polit¬ 
icians change their positions 
from four days ago.” 

Romney presented a more 
centrist approach to foreign 
policy during the Monday- 
night debate. 

But the Obama campaign 
said the Republican’s per¬ 
formance showed he is will¬ 
ing to shift from or lose his 
more conservative positions 
to satisfy his more main¬ 
stream constituents. 

The two are neck-and-neck 
in the race for the White 
House as they enter the two- 
week home stretch before 
Election Day. 

During Monday night’s 
debate, Romney largely ex-

pressed agreement with how 
Obama has conducted U.S. 
foreign policy. 

On the violence in Syria, 
for example, Romney said 
he would not get the United 
States involved militarily, 
even though he wants to find 
a way to arm the opposition. 

He dramatically shifted 
his position and agreed with 
Obama that all U.S. forces 
should be out of Afghanistan 
by the end of 2014. 

Romney previously had 


criticized Obama for setting 
such a date for withdrawal, 
saying he was giving the 
Taliban insurgency and its al- 
Qaida allies a date after which 
the militants could begin a 
drive to retake the country. 

Romney even congratu¬ 
lated Obama “on taking out 
Osama bin Laden and tak¬ 
ing on the leadership of al- 
Qaida.” 

But he added: “We can’t 
kill our way out of this mess. 
... We must have a compre¬ 
hensive and robust strategy.” 

The most compelling 
issue in Monday’s debate was 
how to deal with Iran’s al¬ 
leged drive to build a nuclear 
weapon. 

Both candidates under¬ 
scored their support for Israel 
against a threat from Iran.

State officials in Massachu¬ 
setts investigating a pharmacy 
linked to a deadly outbreak of 
meningitis said Tuesday they 
found shoddy sterilization prac¬ 
tices and unclean conditions 
there, including debris-covered 
floor mats and standing water 
from a leaking boiler. 

State officials also said the 
New England Compounding 
Center shipped steroids from 
the possibly contaminated 
batches suspected in the out¬ 
break before it received its 


own test results confirming the 
drugs were sterile. 

Gov. Deval Patrick said he’s 
ordered state pharmacy regula¬ 
tors to conduct surprise inspec¬ 
tions — the first of which hap¬ 
pened Tuesday — at companies 
similar to the NECC and take 
other steps to tighten oversight. 
The state also has moved to re¬ 
voke the company’s operating 
licence and the licences of its 
top three pharmacists. 

“Those whose laboratory 
practices caused this outbreak 
should never practise phar¬ 
macy or manufacture in Mas¬ 
sachusetts again,” Patrick said. 

The outbreak of fungal men¬ 
ingitis, an inflammation of the 
lining of the brain and spinal 
cord, has sickened 308 people, 
including 23 who have died, in 
17 states, the associated press

Weighty issues. Execution 
table can support obese 
inmate, says warden 


The warden of file prison 
where Ohio puts inmates to 
death says the state’s execu¬ 
tion table can easily hold a 
400-pound condemned inmate 
who has argued he is so big it 
might collapse. 

The table was tested by pla¬ 
cing an equally heavy prison 
employee on it and by placing 
weights on it. 

“The execution table held 
firmly and showed no signs of 
instability,” Donald Morgan, 
warden at the Southern Ohio 
Correctional Facility, said in 
a court filing late Monday op¬ 
posing inmate Ronald Post’s 
request to be spared. 

Post’s attorneys said last 
month he weighs 480 pounds, 
while the state says Post 
weighed 396 pounds last week. 

Post, 53, is scheduled to die 
Jan. 16 for the 1983 shooting 
death of Helen Vantz. 

Vantz’s son, Bill Vantz, has 
called Post’s arguments “laugh¬ 
able.”

Canada’s economy may well 
be muddling through, but 
on a more personal level, 
Canadians generally are not, 
a new study of well-being 
suggests.

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Syria: It’s a matter of life and death 


Aleppo under siege. 

Survival instincts are 
being stretched to the 
limit as rebels and 
Bashar Assad’s regime 
clash and battle for 
Syria’s largest city 


The rumble of engines in the 
sky immediately set the Alep¬ 
po neighbourhood below on 
edge. Men peeked from shops 
anxiously at the Syrian war¬ 
plane circling slowly over¬ 
head. Housewives emerged 
on balconies to gauge wheth¬ 
er they were about to be hit. 
But the kids hanging out on 
the street were unfazed. One 
kept dribbling his basketball. 

Finally, the jet struck. En¬ 
gines revving louder, it dove 
and unleashed a burst of 
heavy machine-gun fire into 
a nearby part of the city. It 
soared back up under a hail 
of rebel anti-aircraft fire, 
then swooped back down for 
a second strafing run. 

The women on the balcon¬ 
ies broke into tears, fearing 
for the children in the street. 
But the boys just pointed 
at the jet, shouting “God is 


great” in challenge. “God 
send you to hell, Bashar,” 
one boy yelled as the jet flew 
away. 

With death lurking 
around every corner, the 
survival instincts of Aleppo’s 
population are tested every 
day as the battle between 
Syria’s rebels and the regime 
of President Bashar Assad 
for the country’s largest city 
stretches through its fourth 
destructive month. 

Residents in the rebel-held 
neighbourhoods suffering 
the war’s brunt tell tales of 
lives filled with fear over the 
war in their streets, along 
with an ingenuity and resili¬ 
ence in dying to keep their 
shattered families going. 
And while residents of the 
rebel-held areas express their 
hatred of Assad’s regime and 
their dream of seeing him go, 
they also voice their worries

over the rebels and the de¬ 
struction that their offensive 
has brought to their city. Graf¬ 
fiti on the shutter of a closed 
store declares the popula¬ 
tion’s sense of resignation: 
“God, you are all we’ve got.” 

Since the rebels launched 
their assault in July to drive 
government forces from Alep¬ 
po, the two sides have fought to 
a stalemate. Each holds about 
half the city of three million 
people and neither is able to 
deal the other a decisive blow. 

While government-held 
areas have seen some fight¬ 
ing from occasional rebel 
forays, the opposition dis¬ 
tricts are hit daily by artilleiy, 
mortars, sniper fire and air- 
strilces. Hundreds of civilians 
have been randomly killed by 
shells or mortars while wait¬ 
ing in bread lines, shopping 
for food or in their homes.

Apple introduced a smaller 
iPad on Tuesday as expected, 
and updated its full-sized one. 
It also unveiled new Mac com¬ 
puters, including a 13.3-inch 
version of a MacBoolc Pro with 
sharper, “Retina” display. 

With a screen measuring 
7.9 inches on the diagonal, the 
iPad Mini is about two-thirds 
the size of the regular iPad. 
“You can hold it in one hand,” 
said Philip Schiller, Apple’s 
senior vice-president for world¬ 
wide marketing. “It’s not just 
a shrunken-down iPad. It’s an 
entirely new design.” 

The iPad Mini starts at $329 
US, which makes it more ex¬ 
pensive than rival seven-inch 
products — Amazon.com Inc.’s 
Kindle Fire starts at $159 US, 
and Google Inc.’s Nexus 7 at 
$199 US. 

Advance orders for the iPad

Can you describe the 
photo? 

This image is of blood 
vessels from the brain of a 
live zebra-fish larva. Using 
a fluorescent protein, we 
labelled the vessels that 
make up the blood brain 
barrier. As the colour 
changes from red to yellow 
to green to blue, the vessels 
are going deeper into the 
brain. 


How is this image import¬ 
ant in science and art? 

This is the first time the 
entire blood brain barrier 
has been imaged in a live 
animal. I believe that new 
models of the blood brain 
barrier, such as the zebra 
fish shown in our image, 
may lead to new treatments 
for central-nervous-system 
diseases that disrupt the 
BBB: neurodegenerative dis¬ 
orders, brain tumours and 
strokes, to name a few. 

Aesthetically, it’s abso¬ 
lutely stunning.

An Evening with Vesper 

Ian Fleming coined the phrase 
“A Martini. Shaken, not stirred” 
at Duke’s Hotel (St. James’s 
Place, London), in the city’s May- 
fair district. It boasts a sump¬ 
tuous and refined bar where 
hedge fund managers and art 
gallerists — and occasionally a 
dashing 007 double — sip cock¬ 
tails well into the night. 

No sooner had I arrived at 
this quaint bar than the head 
barman Alessandro Palazzi, 
in his pristine white tuxedo, 
whisked me to my comer table. 
After glancing at my own attire, 
he kindly says to me: “You’ll 
want to have The Vesper.” 

For novices among you, The 
Vesper — a powerful concoc¬ 
tion of gin, vodka, bitters and 
Lillet blanche aperitif wine — is 
regarded as the “true” 007 Mar¬ 
tini, as it is mentioned in Ian 
Fleming’s first Bond novel, Ca¬ 
sino Royale. Alessandro makes 
it with three measures of No. 3 
Gin (from London-based Berry 
Bros.), one measure of Potocld 
Polish vodka, one of Lillet Blanc 


and two dashes of Angostura 
bitters, topped off with a slice 
of orange peel. Alessandro’s 
preparation of the drink before 
my eyes was tantalizing — the 
taste, intoxicating. Diy, rough, 
smooth, potent, invigorating 
and $27.70 — it had as many 
qualifiers as it had ingredients. 

My lips and mouth had been 
shaken and stirred. 

And finally, the Bond girl 

With Vesper flowing through 
my bloodstream, it was high 
time I got to work. The mission? 
Chat up more potential Bond 
girls. Armed with a feigned ego 
and innuendo-filled one-liners 
that would embarrass M, I head¬ 
ed for the aptly (and worryingly) 
named Dirty Martini (11/12 Rus¬ 
sell St., Covent Garden, London).

Cut and shave a la Bond

Rob Cohen’s latest film, the 
Tyler-Perry-starring franchise 
reboot Alex Cross, may have 
disappointed at the box of¬ 
fice in its opening weekend 

— pulling in $11.75 million 
in the U.S. — but don’t count 
the prolific filmmaker out. 
Cohen’s career has had many 
chapters, starting on the 
studio side in development 
before becoming a producer 

— for films like Mahogany 
and the Wiz — and then a TV 
and eventually film director, 
launching the XXX and the 
Fast and the Furious fran¬ 
chises. And he’s still got a few 
tricks left up his sleeve. Here 
are a few lessons Cohen has 
learned along the way. 

The secret to a long career: 
staying young at heart. 

“The secret is to always listen 
to the 25-year-old inside 
yourself, to not stop,” says 
the 63-year-old Cohen. “I 
think so many people get 
what I’ll call hardening of 
the categories. Like (vice- 
presidential candidate) Paul 
Ryan with Led Zeppelin. In 
other words, all the 30 or 40 
more years of music don’t 
exist. Well, culture is a living, 
breathing, constantly evolv¬ 
ing organism and you can 
choose to keep up with that 
organism or you can choose 
to just root somewhere 
within it that’s familiar. And 
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I think it’s really import¬ 
ant, if you’re going to stay 
in a business like the movie 
business, that you keep mov¬ 
ing with the edge of it. And 
that’s just relying on the per¬ 
son inside you that you were 
when the world was new. 

You have to see the world 
with beginner’s eyes and be 
as wondrous about it as you 
were the first time you heard 
the Rolling Stones.” 

Know your place in the 
marketplace. 

“I could see that the tent- 
pole business was going to 
go to a handful of guys — 
(Christopher) Nolan, Zaclc 
Snyder. There are three 
to five of those guys that 
were going to get called for 
everything, and there’s the 
Marvel answer, which is no 
money, no gross, no nothing. 
Do the movie, be told what 


to do, be told who’s going 
to be in it, be told what the 
costumes are going to look 
like, and then you go say 
action and cut. That wasn’t 
my desire, either. I came out 
of episodic television. I know 
how to shoot a Miami Vice in 
seven days. You don’t forget 
that stuff just because you’ve 
had $160 million to make a 
movie. Some people want to 
forget it.” 

Don’t give up on things 
— especially another XXX 
movie with Vin Diesel. 

“We almost had it done at 
Sony, we almost had it done 
at Paramount, and we fell 
apart there,” Cohen admits 
about the long-planned 
franchise relaunch. “I think 
now they wish they had that 
movie, with their release 
schedule. But it will rise up 
again. I’m just waiting for 


Vin to get his head out of 
Fast and Furious six, seven, 
eight, nine and 10.” 

Keep track of the decades. 

“To have a long career — and 
I’ve had a four-decade-plus 
career now — you have to 
reinvent yourself every 10 
years, pretty much. I spent 


the first 10 years or so of my 
career as a studio executive 
producer, then I made myself 
a director and I spent the 
next 10 years doing some 
features but mostly tele¬ 
vision,” Cohen says. “When 
I wrote and directed Dragon: 
the Bruce Lee Stoiy in ‘92, 
that started a committed dir-

ecting career because I final¬ 
ly had a financial and critical 
hit to stand on. But then by 
2001,1 had to turn another 
card trick, and that was the 
Fast and the Furious — to go 
younger. After The Mummy 
made $405 million, I didn’t 
go to do another tent-pole. I 
thought, I’ll be fighting and 
I’ll be doing the ones with 
the numbers after it — two, 
three, four. I don’t want to be 
there. That’s almost, to a cer¬ 
tain point, that’s like being a 
traffic cop. And I wanted to 
do something that was still 
filmmaker-y, and that was 
the indie world. So that’s 
where I’m at, and I’m going 
to continue, probably, in that 
zone. Then we’ll figure some¬ 
thing else if I’m still here in 
10 years.”

Despite its romantic Hollywood 
associations, the sprawling 
ocean-side city of Casablanca 
is often overlooked by tourists 
heading for the beach or Mo¬ 
rocco’s more exotic cities like 
Marrakech.

The downtown 

A small port city until the 
French chose it as the capital of 
its “protectorate” over Morocco 
in 1912, Casablanca blossomed 
under the attention of some of 
France’s foremost architects 
who now had room to create 


outside the crowded cities of 
Europe. The nouvelle ville, as 
the downtown was known, 
was done in an art deco meets 
Middle Eastern style that is still 
stunning to behold, if you can 
look up long enough while 
dodging crowded sidewalks 
and zooming cars. 

Luckily, the centre of it 
all, the elegant Mohammed 
V Boulevard, has been made 
a pedestrian street while a 
new tram system is installed. 
So until the sleek, French- 
built trams start running by 
the end of the year, you can 
stroll down the middle of the 
street, admiring the hand¬ 
some buildings from the 
1920s and 1930s. 

The ‘new’ old city 

Like most Moroccan cities, 
Casablanca has a “medina” 
or walled old city of winding 
alleys, except here it’s small¬ 
er than most and quite run 
down, with most shops de¬ 
voted to day-to-day items that 
are of little interest to the 
visitor. The French decided in 
the 1920s they would build a 
nicer medina and created the 
Habous neighbourhood just a 


15-minute drive away, featur¬ 
ing elegant arches and white¬ 
washed buildings. 

Habous is much cleaner and 
quieter than the downtown 
and is filled with handicrafts 
shops selling the traditional 
ceramics, leather slippers, em¬ 
broidered caftans and metal 
lamps that tourists flood to Mo¬ 
rocco to buy. Since most of the 
customers are locals as well, the 
quality tends to be higher than 
the tourist bazaars of Marra¬ 
kech. There is also little of the 
hard sell that can blight a trip 
to the market in some of the 
other cities. 

The mosque 

In the medieval world, kings 
left their mark by building 
massive monuments in their 
name. A modern king, Hass an 
II of Morocco, who ruled the 
country for almost four dec¬ 
ades until 1999, did the same. 
Amid the crashing waves 
of the Atlantic, he built a 
mosque so enormous it looms 
over the whole city, with a 
retractable roof and a laser 
on the minaret. Faced with 
pale stone and ornamented 
with colourful inlaid geomet¬ 


ric patterns and traditional 
tiles, it can hold 25,000 wor¬ 
shippers inside. The vast es¬ 
planade around the mosque 
is often filled with families 
enjoying the open space and 
the quiet, and there’s a great 
view of the sea. The mosque 
was built through mandatory 
contributions from all cit¬ 
izens. Unlike most mosques 
in Morocco, non-Muslims are 
allowed inside, but only on 
guided tours in the mornings 
and afternoons that run $15 a 
person. 

The beach 

Once on the city’s coast, 
keep heading south toward 
the Ain Diab area, where the 
nicest beaches can be found. 
First there are the hotels and 
nightclubs of the wealthy 
Anfa district, but eventually 
they peter out and what’s 
left is the corniche, a kind of 
boardwalk, with some great 
beaches pounded by Atlantic 
waves. Along the road there 
are popcorn and drink vend¬ 
ors, while on the beach itself 
young men offer pony or 
horse rides.

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Chorizo steals 
spotlight in 
roasted chicken 
and veggie dish 


1. Heat oven to 350 F. 
Combine salt and garlic pow¬ 
der, mb mix over and under the 
skin of the chicken. Set aside. 

2. In a 5 1/2-quart Dutch oven 
over medium-high, heat oil. Add 
chicken and sear 5 mins, per 
side. Transfer chicken to plate. 

3. Add chorizo to pan, saute 4 
mins. Add thyme and rosemaiy. 

Return chick¬ 
en to pan, breast up. Arrange 
onion, carrots, potatoes, lemon 
and garlic around chicken;

Discard lemon quar¬ 
ters and any herb stems. 

4. Place the pot over medium 
heat and bring to a boil. Cook 
until reduced and thickened, 
about 3 to 4 minutes. Adjust 
seasoning with salt and pepper.

Parsnips give potatoes run for their money 



Winter is the season for pars¬ 
nips, though when some var¬ 
ieties get too mature they de¬ 
velop a woody core, which then 
needs to be cut out. Otherwise, 
these sneaky little devils are a 
wonderful, lighter alternative 
to actual mashed potatoes. 

They’re made by reserving 
the liquid in which they are 
cooked, boiling it down until it 
becomes syrupy, then adding it 
back to the pureed parsnips. 

So simple, but such amazing 
results. This greatly decreases 
the wateriness that typically 
afflicts non-starchy vegetables 
when they’re pureed. Indeed, it 
thickens the puree. 


1. Place parsnips large sauce¬ 
pan, add enough cold water to 
cover by 1 inch. Bring to boil 
over high heat and add a pinch 
of salt. Reduce heat to medium- 
high and simmer, adding little 
more water if necessary to keep 
the parsnips barely covered, 
until tender, 25 to 30 minutes. 

2. Drain and reserve cooking 
liquid. Set parsnips aside and 
return liquid to pan. Bring to 
boil over high heat. Boil until 
reduced to 3/4 cup. Return 
parsnips to pan and add butter. 
Working in batches, transfer 
contents of saucepan to food 
processor and puree. 


3. Return to saucepan, season 
with salt and pepper, then 
heat over medium until hot.

Because some locales are 
more isolated or have shorter 
growing seasons, groceries can 
be much more expensive in 
some areas over others. How¬ 
ever, in smaller towns, there is 
often less variety and it can be 
more difficult for you to pur¬ 
chase specialty foods.

Moving costs 

One of the last things you 
should consider is how much 
it will cost you to move to this 
new city.

Justin Verlander’s introduc¬ 
tion to post-season baseball six 
years ago left him dazzled and 
exhausted.

In three 
playoff starts against Oakland 
and the New York Yankees, 
he’s allowed all of two runs 


going into Wednesday night’s 
opening game at San Fran¬ 
cisco. 

“He’s learned to handle 
these situations. He’s learn¬ 
ed how to stay pretty calm 
throughout the game in these 
big-game situations,” manager 
Jim Leyland said. 

The six-foot-five right¬ 
hander makes pitching look 
effortless, settling into a 
groove early without necessar¬ 


ily reaching back for his triple¬ 
digit fastball until the later in¬ 
nings. 

Verlander went 24-5 in 
2011, sweeping the AL MVP 
and Cy Young awards. Al¬ 
though he won only 17 games 
this year, his ERA was still a 
sparkling 2.64. 

Of course, in 2006, Verland¬ 
er started Game 1 of the World 
Series, and the Tigers lost to St. 
Louis 7-2. Those travails are all 
but forgotten now. 

On Wednesday night, Ver¬ 
lander will go back to work, 
with his usual business-like 
attitude and tireless approach. 
He still won’t take anything 
for granted. Verlander’s well 
aware that no matter how tal¬ 
ented you are, anything can 
happen in October. 

“Eveiy game in the post¬ 
season is a must-win,” Verland¬ 
er said. “In the post-season we 
have seen some crazy things 
happen in this game. Just tiy 
to win every single game one 
inning at a time.”

NHLPA irked at teams’ contact with players

Distrust continues to creep 
into the NHL’s stalled labour 
negotiations. 

The NHL Players’ Asso¬ 
ciation was questioning the 
league’s motives after news 
surfaced Tuesday that team 
owners and general managers 
were given 48 hours last week 
to speak with players about 
the NHL’s latest contract offer. 

“Most owners are not al¬ 
lowed to attend bargaining 
meetings,” said Steve Fehr, 
the NHLPA’s special coun¬ 
sel. “No owners are allowed 
to speak to the media about 
the bargaining. It is interest-

ing that they are secretly un¬ 
leashed to talk to the players 
about the meetings the play¬ 
ers can attend, but the owners 
cannot.” 

The window was granted 


at the same time the NHL 
took the unusual step of pub¬ 
lishing its entire proposal on 
its website last Wednesday. 
Team employees were told 
they could answer questions 
about the offer from players 
until 11:59 p.m. on Friday. 

“Players were contacting 
club personnel to inquire 
about our proposal,” said dep¬ 
uty commissioner Bill Daly. 
“We gave them a limited win¬ 
dow in which to respond to 
those inquiries.” 

The NHL sent out strict 
guidelines prior to allowing 
club personnel to speak with 


players for the first time since 
the work stoppage began on 
Sept. 15, but didn’t alert the 
union it was doing so. 

In a lengthy internal 
memo obtained by The Can¬ 
adian Press, the NHL stated 
clearly that the discussions 
had to be limited to the con¬ 
tents of the proposal. It also 
provided examples of ques¬ 
tions that shouldn’t be asked 
of players and noted that any 
violation would be subject to 
NHL bylaw 17.17, which gives 
commissioner Gary Bettman 
the power to levy fines up to

To be a mid-sized sedan in this 
day and age means that you 
actually have to be a lot more 
than just a mid-sized sedan.

Exterior dimensions are 
closely aligned with the out¬ 
going Malibu, except for about 
11.5 centimetres of shrinkage 
between the front and rear 
wheels. Despite this deficit, 
most key passenger- and cargo- 
area measurements, except leg- 
room, have actually increased. 
The speedometer and tachom¬ 
eter gauge pods are located 
in what are clearly Chevrolet 
Camaro-inspired housings.

Common issues 


Check for a vibration or 
“tone” emitted from the 
Accord Hybrid’s engine 
compartment, which is 
likely caused by a malfunc¬ 
tion in the “Active Noise 
Cancellation” circuitry. 
When this system doesn’t 
work properly, the sound is 
noticeable as cylinders are 
deactivated. If it’s working, 
drivers shouldn’t hear it. 

Another possible issue 
may be related to the 
transmission. Some drivers 
report a clunking, surging 
or vibration apparent when 
shifting gears. If the Accord 
Hybrid you’re considering 
doesn’t feel like it’s shifting 
properly, be double sure to 
have it checked out.

As far as bittersweet good¬ 
byes go, it’s not one of the 
big ones. Not like when 
the McRib sandwich was 
dropped off the permanent 
menu at McDonald’s. 

But brace we must, for 
the coming demise of the 
front ‘bench’ seat. 

The 2013 Chevrolet Im- 
pala is the last sedan stand¬ 
ing in North America that 
can be equipped with a 
front bench. We got word 
last month that the all-new 
2014 Chevrolet Impala being 
readied for sale sometime in 
2013 will not be offered with 
a bench seat option. So when 
the 2014 Impala replaces the 
2013 version, it’s all over, for 
Chevrolet and for the North 
American industry. 

Chevrolet has been a pur¬ 
veyor of bench-seat equipped 


cars since 1911, with the 
launch of its very first car — 
the Series C Classic Six. 

You can still get front 
benches in pickups and 
some SUVs, but their time 
in passenger cars has clearly 
passed. GM noted that only 
about one in 10 Impalas 
are currently sold with the 
bench option. 

Why did they fall out 


of favour? Well, we could 
start with general discom¬ 
fort, stemming from their 
too close association with 
the church pew, their total 
lack of lateral support dur¬ 
ing cornering and the lovely, 
non-verbal way they lately 
came to say “fleet car” and/ 
or “I’m not trying anymore, 
bucket seats are just too cool 
for me.” 


But they definitely had 
their day in the sun. For 
decades, they were the go-to 
front seat — for value, for 
getting the most people in 
a car and for keeping things 
cozy between you and your 
sweetie. It will always be 
an endearing image — a gal 
sitting tight beside her guy 
behind the wheel, while the 
far right seat goes empty. It’s 


probably not a coincidence 
that the drive-in movie the¬ 
atre and the front bench 
seat have simultaneously de¬ 
clined in popularity — they 
needed each other. 

Time and seat progress 
marches on. Recently, I 
drove the new 2013 Cadillac 
ATS. A great car and one of 
the first to debut Cadillac’s 
new “safety seat,” which 


GM bills as “the industry’s 
first to use directional tac¬ 
tile sensation — vibration 
of the driver’s seat bottom 
— to warn of crash threats 
while driving and parking.” 
(The operative word is “dir¬ 
ectional.” Back in 2005, Cit- 
reon introduced its “vibrat¬ 
ing seat” alarm.) 

The seat features two vi¬ 
brating mechanisms. If the 
threat is on the left (drift¬ 
ing left, object left), the left 
motor generates a puls¬ 
ing motion destined, pre¬ 
sumably, for your left butt 
cheek. If the threat is on the 
right, your right butt cheek 
gets the message. Threats 
from the front or rear trig¬ 
ger pulses on both sides of 
the seat. 

I purposely drifted the 
ATS over the centre line in 
the road to experience this 
butt warning. It felt good ... 
No, I mean it did its job — it’s 
very effective at getting your 
attention. So we’ve moved 
from a seat that allowed one 
body to slide up nice and 
tight to another body, to one 
that sends mechanical vibra¬ 
tions to your butt. I guess 
it’s progress.

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Be wary of how winter taxes your fuel intake 


Part of being a smart, safe, 
fuel-efficient driver includes 
knowing how to achieve 
good results even in the 
worst weather. Did you 
know, for example, that the 
combined effects of various 
conditions can increase fuel 
consumption more in winter 
than summer? While it may 
sound obscure, when you 
break it down it really makes 
sense. 

• Drivers should expect 
higher fuel consumption 
in cold weather. The U.S. 
Environmental Protec¬ 
tion Agency (EPA) found 
that a drop in tem¬ 
perature from 24 C to 
7 C increased fuel consump¬ 


tion in urban commutes by 
12 to 28 per cent. 

• Aerodynamic resistance 
is greater in winter. Cold, 
dry winter air is about 12 
per cent denser than warm, 
humid summer air, increas¬ 
ing highway fuel consump¬ 
tion by about 1.3 per cent 
in winter. The average wind 
speed is also higher in win¬ 
ter, which contributes to in¬ 
creased aerodynamic resist¬ 
ance and fuel consumption. 

• Winter roads create 
difficult driving conditions. 
Roads tend to be rougher in 
the winter, with increased 
asphalt deterioration and 
a mix of snow, ice, slush, 


water, salt, gravel, and sand. 
The engine works harder to 
offset the increased rolling 
resistance, as the tires must 
push aside heavy snow and 
road cover. Snow and ice 
also increase wheel slippage, 
which results in higher fuel 
consumption. U.S. EPA data 
shows fuel consumption can 
increase from seven to 35 per 
cent as a result of poor road 
conditions, depending on the 
surface type and snow load. 

• Winter gas normally 
has lower energy density. 
Gasoline composition is sea¬ 
sonally and geographically 
adjusted based on historical 
temperature data. A litre of 
winter gas has less energy 


than a litre of summer gas, 
typically in the range of 1.5 
to three per cent. Diesel fuel 
is similarly affected. 

• Winter driving taxes the 
vehicle’s electrical system. 
Except for using air condi¬ 
tioning on hot summer days, 
a vehicle’s electrical loads 
are normally higher in cold 
weather due to greater de¬ 
mand from heating, defrost¬ 
ing, heated seats, heated 
mirrors and increased use of 
the windshield wipers and 
washer pump. The energy for 
these electrical loads is pro¬ 
vided by the vehicle’s elec¬ 
trical system, which obtains 
power from the engine.
